ness wenc right ahead this morning the 
same as usual, the men came to the two 
shafts to resume work and they went 
down although on the way many of them 
were stopped and asked to attend an early 
meeting or go back home. More men 
entered the old abaft this morning than 
yesterday and a few of them were men 
•who came here with the strikers. They 
were evidently not afraid o£ Interference, 
or willing to take chances. 
Pos=lbly they 


woro missionaries for the strikers, adopt- 
ing that method to get at the mep and 
talk to them to the end that eventually 
all would be induced to quit. 16 Is not 
likely, however, that the company would 
permit any body whom they could not 
trust to enter the mines during tbe pres- 
ent season of apparent uncertainty. Still 
such a thing might occur. It is olaimod 
by the company that they have more men 
in the old shaft today, and It looks that 
way for a large amount of coal Is coming 
up all the time 
1'he demand for the coal 


ia brisk at tbe old ehaft, and the same IB 
true of tbe new shaft, where the usual 
number of men are at work. In round 
numbers there are SioO m>n at work at 
bo h shafts 
All appear to be stayers. 


It Is probable that all of the men have 
bean seen by the strikers this week going 
to and coming from the mines. And as 
they do not stop work it, must be con- 
cluded that they have decided to hold on 
to their jobs, no matter what thej strikers 
say or do. 
Evidently they roaltee that 


winter is close at hand, and that unless 
they work they cannot receive thn glad 
dallars which will get something more 
substantial for the table than snowballs. 
Tbe strikers realize that they are not mak- 
ing any headway, but are losing ground 
in some lespects. 
What tbe next move 


will be if the strikers conclude to remain 
hero next week time 
only will tell. 


Neither the officers nor the newsgatherers 
can learn what the strikers intend to do 
until thu course Is revealed by their action. 
Up to the present time the strike leaders 
say tbey will not violate any law and that 
only persuasion is used In the attempt to 
get the men to quit. That is what is pub- 
lished almost daily. 
But there are some 


miners who declare that the strikers do 
not live up to that harmless method. 
They claim that the strikers who lay for 
them on their way tu and from the mines 
use violent language a-'. make threats 
and annoy them in various ways. 
Conse- 


quently some of the Decatur men go home 
with their picks on their shouldrs and are 
otherwise armed with knives and re 
volvers. 
They do not know what mo- 


ment tbey will be attacked. The more 
nervous miners believe tbey ought to be 
prepared to defend themselves in case bf 
p.n emergency, but all hope that tbey 
will not be forced tu commit any act of 
violence. They say they will harm no- 
body unless they are attacked first. 


Scenes Around the M-lnes. 


Early this morning there were the 


usual number of strikers in the vicinity 
of the two mines ready to do the persua- 
sion act. They were quite numerous. 
In tbe neighborhood of the new shaft along 
the Illinois Central railroad traok there 
were about one hundred strikers in sight 


stopped on their way to work bat none of 
them turned book. The strikers were 
kept off the Wabash right of way and 
they were unable to reach any consider- 
able number of the miners as they went 
to work. The miners endeavor to avoid 
the strikers as much as possible, and by a 
little strategy oan get to the cages with- 
out much inconvenience.

not introduce rebutting evidence, their 
testimony did not impress the seven jurors 
wbo were for conviction, though it doubt 
leas did produce a doubt in the minds of 
the other five. The prosecution claim to 
have headed off some other evidence of the 
same fraudulent class. This trial, with 
Its repeated miscarriages of justice, is the 
same old farce which has for many years 
disgusted the American people and has 
caused so many lyno( Ings. The jury sys- 
tem is at the bottom of moat of the 
trouble. A benob of judges woold give 
mnob better results and would restore the 
confidence of the people in the law."

During the past 25 years (that is, from 
1S70 
to 1&05) Mexican gold and siher 


mines have yielded the enormous sum 
of $3,000,000,000 in lalues, and even at 
that have been worked, in most in- 
stances, in the crudest style and with- 
out the modern appliances used in ruin- 
ing in this country. 


But apart from its fertility and its 


mineral wealth "Old" Mexico will ever 
possess a treasury of historic inteiest 
to the student and antiquary, while to 
the traveler interested in ethnology 
("the proper study of mankind," says 
the poet, "is man"), or in the pic- 
turesque, its grand old ruins, its beau- 
tiful scenery and its strange people will 
provide reasons for frequent trips to 
Hie domain of our Spanish-American 
neighbors. 


To appreciate traveling in Mexico 


one should have at least a smatterin 
of Spanish. It is one of the easiest lan- 
guages to acquire, and one that v, ill re- 
pay the learner for the effort. Ts'ot onlj 
is it the national language of Mexico 
but it is also spoken by the republics 
of Central and South America and by 
many of the islanders of the West In 
dies as well as Cuba.

While in cold, or temperate 
climes the agave is, indeed, very long 
lived, in its own country it attains ma-

turity in ten years. It has Kard, fleshy 
leases of a bluish-green color, armed 
with sharp spines. When it attains its 
maturity the agave throws up a stem 
30 or 40 feet in height, and from it 
grow small arms with yellow blos- 
soms, which remain for several months, 
after which they fade and the plant 
dies. By piercing the stem the sap 
which runs is distilled into nn intoxi- 
cating liquor or wine called "pulque." 
When this is again distilled "mescal," 
a very powerful and unwholesome spir- 
it, is derived. But the agave serves more 
useful purposes. The 
thick 
leaves 


produce a kind of soap, while from the 
fibers the "pita" flax is obtained, v^hich 
is used for weaving into cloth. Even 
the flower stems are used, for, being1 


thoroughly waterproof, they terve for 
thatch, and the inside of the 
stem 


makes a good hone for knives and 
razors, etc. 


One cannot think of Mexico without 


the eacttis, of which there are many 
varieties, not the tiny plants one is 
familiar with in this country, but great, 
weird clumps 15 to 20 feet high, such 
as the "tuna," which makes good feed 
for stock when the thorns are burned 
off, 
and the "prickly pear," from the 


fruit of which the natives make a de- 
licious jelly. 


In the CHy. of Mexico, the capital of 


the republic, one sees a mirror of the en- 
tire country, for included in its popula- 
tion of nearly 400,000 people can 
be 


found specimens of all the races from 
Baja, Cal., to Chiapas, and of all 
sort's and conditions, from the simple 
"peon," or day laborer, cladin chip som- 
brero, linen,trousers andshirt to thepic- 
turesduely-attiredrsenor. Mexico City is 
one of the show places of the world. It 
has splendid public buildings and in- 
stitutions, an immense Catholic cathe- 
dral, dating from 1573, and fine streets, 
walks and drives, well-lighted at night 
in rniocTern Ktyle, and with very good 
and cheap means of transit about the. 
city and into the suburbs. One of these 
suburbs contains the president's state 
residence, the lordly castle of Chapulte- 
pec—with %he military college, bar- 
racks, etc. Here President Diaz resides 
and is always ready to receive visitors. 
In the city the traveler will be interest- 
ed in the national museum which con- 
tains among other curiosities the cele- 
brated Aztec calendar stone which 
shows how much of astronomical 
science that ancient race possessed, as 
their division of the year corresponds 
very nearly to our own; also the instru- 
ments of torture used by the officers of 
the Holy Inquisition, and other relics of 
Mexico's historic past.

Sanitarium at Dansviile, 
Now York, 


whither ho bad gone in July last when be 
thought a stay there would be beneficial. 
Tbe telegram announcing the death of 
Dr Barnes oarne to the family this fore 
noon. 
The sad news was wholly unex- 


pected. It was a great 3hoik to tbe fam- 
ily and all friends who became possessed 
of tbe information. 
Dr. Barnes is re- 


membered by moot of our people as a mail 
in robnst bealth. 
Ho was tall of stature 


and always seemed to be strong and ac- 
tive. But last eummer he became afflicted 
with herpes, and finally concluded that 
he would go to tho sanitarium. None be- 
lieved that he was in any danger. AH 
thought that tbe stay at tbe resort and 
tha treatment he would receive would be 
of benefit. 
Theru was no information by 


letter that he had a serious change or 
that he was ill. 
Tho telegram unnouno 


ing death contained no particulars. It Is 
supposed that bo died of heart failure or 
apoplexy. 


This forenoon Albert'Baines and Dr. 


Will Barnes left for Dansviile to bring 
the remains to Decatnr. 
They cannot ar- 


rive before early Monday morning, and 
on that day arrangements will be com 
pleted for the funeral 


The children of the deceased are Albert 


Barnes and Dr. William Barnes, both of 
Decatur, and Mrs. Mcllie Stauton, wife 
of George Stanton, of Chicago. His only 
living brother Is Ur. Ira N. Barnes, of 
this city. There wore two other brothers. 
Georgu Barnos was in tbe Mexican war 
and was killed at the storming of Cbepul 
tepee 
The other brother, Joseph D. 


Barnoe, died last April at Kouts, Ind. 


Life of Dr. BftrneB 


Dr. Barnes, 
who was a natlvo 


Clarsmont, New Hampshire, was born 
on tbe fifteenth of March, 1824. 
His 


paternal grand father was one of the early 
settlers of that state, removing from 
Farmlugton, Connecticut, to Clareraont 
when that part of the Etate was almost c 
complete wilderness. 
Hia father, Ira N 


Barnes, was born, at Claremont 
He 


waa a farmer in comfortable oiroum 
stances, when only about thirty years of 
age his death resulted iroiu an aocident. 


Dr. Barnes' mother, Harriet Kastmau 


belonged to an old New Kngland family 
which has produced severs! men of dls 
tlnotion. Dr. Barnes was the oldest o 
five children. 
He was six years old when 


bis father died 
From seven till he wa 


fifteen years of age, his home was wltl 
bis grand father. 
He had good advant 


ages for obtaining an 
education, th 


neighborhood In which be was laiset 
abounding in excellent schools. He at 
tended tbe Claremont academy. In th 
year 1839, when fifteen be went to Day ton 
Ohio, to live with a cousin. He attended 
school at Dayton, and in tbe year 1844 
when twenty, began teaching tcbool in 
Montgomery county, Ohio 
He also fo 


a time taught music to which to bad de 
voted considerable attention. 
He began 


tbe Fturty of medicine In 1846 in tbe offici 
of Dr. Van Harlingen at 
Centrevllli 


Ohio. 
After completing bis preparatory 


studies be attended bis flrsc course of lee 
tores at the Starling Medical college a 
Columbia. In the fall of 1849 he won 
to Philadelphia and began his seoonc 
course of lectures at the [University 
o 


Pennsylvania from which ho gradnatei 
in tbe spring of 1850. His marriage oo 
onrred on the 30th of October 1849 t 
Eleanor Sawyer, a native of Lebanon 
county Pennsylvania 
with whom Dr 


Barnes had become acquainted while sb 
waa a resident of Contreville Ohio. Hi 
marriage took place in Dauphin count; 
Pennsylvania. 


In 1850 aftar bis graduation he began 


practice at Centreville Ohio bat in th 
autnmu of tbo same year removed t 
Valparaiso, Indiana, where be wos en 
gaged In tbe practice of bis profession fo 
three years. In 1853 he became a rest 
dent of Dpcatur. Be purchased a trac 
of land four miles from town and de 
voted his attention to its improvement 
In 1855 be succeeded 
Drs. King an 


Chenowetb in tbe ownership of a drn 


1 store in Decatnr which be carried on tl 
1859. He received tbe appointment o 
master in chancery In 1861 and filled tb 
office throughout almost the entire perlo 
of tbe war resigning in 1866. He was 
one ot the first to embark in tho manu 
aitnring business which ^baa added B< 
much to tbe prosperity of Decatur. 
I 


1860 in partnership with William Lint 
ner be started a factory for tbe manufaot 
nre of bay presses to which tbe making o 
pumps and agrioultural implements wa 
afterwards added. 
He disposed of bl 


interest to big partner from whom the 
factory passed into the hands of the pre 


sent proprietors who catr- It OD as the 
Decatnr Furniture factory. Since 1868 
e has been principally engaged in deal- 
ng in real estate and the improvement 
f lauds of wbloh be owns several tracts 
n Macon Platt aud Moultrie counties. 


Dr. Barnea was one of tbe old original 
.epublloans of Maoon county and baa 
een a member of the party from its first 
rganlzation In this part of tbe state. He 
ook a deep interest in tbe support of 
Fremont, tho Republican candidate for 
he presidency In 1856 and mada several 
peeohes in b's behalf throughout the 
ounty. He has boen one of the repre 
entative citizens of Decatur and has 
flllod several public positions. 
Previous 


o tbe war be was Mayor of Decatur and 
bad represented bis ward seveiii times in 
be 
board 
of aldermen. 
He was an 


idvooate of every enterprise which he 
lonsldered llkelyjjto advance tho interests 


if Deoatur and did hie full share toward 
eouring to tbo city the systom of rail- 
oads which now. makes it such nn impor- 
ant railroad center 
Ho was one of tho 


otlve members of tbe Citizens' assooia- 
lon, organized to advance tbe public 
nttrests of Deoatur. In tho educational 
nterest of the city he has always taken a 
warm interest. For several years he has 
Deen one or the active members of the 
>oard of education, and was Its president. 
With the exception of one year he has 
been president of the Deoatar public 11- 
irary since its organization. Those facts 
ire sufficient to show bis connection with 
ibe best and most important Interests of 
Deoatur, to whose superiority as an educa 
ional center, and place of residence few 
ilttzens have done more to contribute. 


Dr. Barnes was mayor of tbe city in 


1867 and did much toward shaping public 
affafts in and out of office. 
He was a 


member of the Flint Piesbytorlan oburoh 
ind of tbo Decatur club, and besides tak- 
ng active official Interest in the publio 
schools anil the publlD library, he was 
oremost in every worthy undertaking 
looking to the advancement of the inter 
ests of Decatur. 
Ho was a vety oompan- 


onablo man, delighting in pleasant con 
versation and in tbe enjoyment of young 
people. He always bad a cheery word for 
lis friends and was quick to give bis 
sympathy and aid in time of affliction or 
need. Decatur loses a good man In the 
passing away of Dr. Birnos.
